As the result of the conference 
held between a delegation from the 
Board of ‘Trade and the city coun- 
cil last night, the city practically 
pledged itself to support the Board 
of Trade in its efforts to carry on a 
publicity campaign in the interests 
of Edmonton, on a much larger scale 
than any that has hitherto been at- 
tempted. ‘The council as a whole ap- 
proved the idea of giving the board 
a largely increased grant, and oa 
committee, composed of the mayor, 
Ald. Gariepy and Ald, Lundy, was 
appointed to meet with the Board of 
Trade and determine just how large 
this grant should be. 

President McGeorge and Secretary 
IT. Fisher of the board both pre- 
sented the need of a wide-reaching 
publicity campaign, and Manager <A. 
G. Harrison of the Exhibition. As- 
sociation endorsed the idea. Secre- 
tary Fisher pointed out that all the 
Western cities were increasing their 
grants for publicity purposes very 
largely this year, and that the-pub- 
lic demanded that = more attention 
should be given to this department 
than ever before. He stated 
that the board would branch out in 
newspaper advertising and in sending 
literature, but would not neglect the 
other features that
